Genoa, A ug. 7— The 
famous 
San 
Giorgo Palace, the symbol of Genoa’s 
ancient glory and the meeting place of 
the Genoa conference, was occupied by 
Fascisti after a short but bloody tight 
Saturday 
night in 
which five 
were 
killed. 
While the police and troops were en­ 
gaged in m aintaining order in various 
troublesome quarters of the city a col­ 
umn of Fascisti surrounded the palace 
and forced an 
entrance through 
the 
front door. 
A few 
policemen 
were 
stationed outside. 
Shots met the F a s ­ 
cisti from th e inside, but, once inside, 
the Fascisti barricaded the doors and 
windows. 
Troops were rushed to the 
spot and, aided by armored cars, open­ 
ed fire on the palace. 
Seamen and dock workers, occupy­ 
ing the 
neighboring 
houses, joined 
with the troops in the attack on the 
-Fascisti. 
It was with 
the g reatest 
difficulty th at police and troops suc­ 
ceeded in gaining 
the square 
before 
the palace. 
They were unable, how­ 
ever, 
to force 
an entrance and 
last 
night the Fascisti still held the build­ 
ing. The casualties were five dead and 
m any wounded. 
The q u arter where the palace is lo­ 
cated is now practically in a sta te of 
siege. 
There is fighting in the streets 
approaching it. 
The im portance of the occupation of 
the palace 
is designated by the 
fact 
th a t it is the headquarters for re g u ­ 
lating 
the work 
of the port. 
This 
function 
the Fascisti 
now claim 
to 
control and have issued a proclamation 
to that effect. 
In it they say 
they 
will not tolerate th a t the work of the 
port should be instructed to a Socialist 
union. The proclamation has also call­ 
ed for a complete liberty of work to 
unionists and non-union w orker alike.

Must Not Dope Horses Mftth Arsenic 
of Heroin. 
New Rule of Congress Makes De 
mand For Second 
Lieutenants. 


Harrisburg 
Aug. 
7.—Pennsyl­ 
vania’s departm ent of 
Health 
will 
prosecute doctors and racetrack men 
who use heroin or arsenic to “dope” 
race horses, according to an official 
notice isslued today from the Bureau 
of Drug (Control. 
This action fol­ 
lows 
som.9 
investigation by 
State 
agents who filed reports covering a 
number of oases. 
The bureau has issued a notice that 
veterinary surgeons may prescribe or 
dispense the' two drugs only as the 
law prescribes or, in other words, “in 
the 
course of professional 
practice 
only.” 
Dr. Thomas S. Blair, chief of the 
bureau, has aisked that evidence of 
persons so treating horses be for­ 
warded to the department, and has 
promised that prosecutions will fol­ 
low. 
“This practice of doping hor­ 
ses, aside from the violation of the 
narcotic laws, constitutes cruelty to 
animals and procedure can only be 
taken on those grounds,” said Mr. 
Blair. 
“It w ai long the custom in 
Austria to give arsenic to horses, but 
it became an abuse and was suppress­ 
ed on the basis of fraud. 
These hor­ 
ses, unless kept on arsenic regularly, 
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cooked, sent or brought herself to the 
sick. 
Many 
a naked child she 
has 
clothed and many a hungry child has 
been ljed by her. 
When the children 
of that neighborhood were asked “Who 
is Miss Jorgensen?' they would ans­ 
wer ‘That is my real mother.’

“In 1915 the Children’s Home was 
started, primarily for children too old 
for the orphanages. 
On August 1st, 
1914 she got a message 'Please come 
immediately. Mother is dead.’ Three 
children 
had come home and found 
their mother dead. 
The oldest one, a 
boy between 15 and 17 years old said, 
“What will become 
of my two 
little 
sisters?’ Miss Jorgensen answered ‘I 
will be a 
mother to you,’ and 
she 
truly has been. 
There was no place to 
send these three children, ranging 
from 
twelve to 
between 16 and 
17 
years 
of age. 
We had to let them 
board with a family till March, 1915, 
when we rented a small house of nine 
rooms and the Home was started, but 
the children 
increased and soon 
the 
house became too small. 
In 1918 we 
succeeded in buying the present large 
splendid building at 564 Second street, 
near Eighth 
avenue, Brooklyn, 
New 
York. 
The three 
first children 
are 
still with 
us,—the oldest, 24 
years, 
now is working as a printer, but the 
Home is his home. 
The second girl, a 
young lady past 22, 
is one of our 
stenographers and the youngest one is 
an efficient helper in the Home. 
“Baby George’s mother died a few 
hours after he was bom. 
The father 
would not take him home from 
the 
hospital. 
After ten days 
we 
found 
the father and 
Miss Jorgensen 
took 
Baby George into the Home, but the 
father 
disappeared. 
It 
was 
three 
months before we found him and then 
made him give us guardianship papers 
for we had learned to love little 
George. 
Miss Jorgensen has 
indeed 
been more than a mother to him and 
adopted him last year so now' he is 
George Jorgensen. 
“But it is not alone the Mission and 
the Home where she has been active 
but hundreds of immigrants stranded 
in New York have been helped by her. 
Several girls that had fallen into bad 
hands she has rescued. 
Many travel­ 
lers through 
the city have 
realized 
what it meant to be given a helping 
hand by her. 
Through her many kind 
deeds as well as the little paper, she 
has become known from coast to coast, 
yes, even in foreign lands. 
“Last year 
she visited her 
native 
country and received a great deal of 
recognition, being invited by counts 
and 
barons, 
professors 
and

It was organized in 1909, the 
first Society of its kind and the only 
one that still today conducts a Mis­ 
sion 
for children, open every 
night 
during the week for religious instruc­ 
tion, besides sewing classes, mothers’ 
meetings, boys’ and girls’ clubs, etc. 
When it started in 1909, Mr. Morten­ 
sen w’as alone in the work until June, 
1910, when Miss Jorgensen was called 
as an assistant and shortly after elect­ 
ed a member of the board and after a 
few years, 
assistant treasurer, 
and 
naturally became 
the mother of the 
Home. 
The Home is also the first of 
its kind and so far the only one of its 
kind for children too old 
for the or­ 
phanages with the one exception, that 
when there are several children in the 
family and 
some are too old for the 
orphanages, we take the younger with 
the older. 
The Society has noy grown 
to having 
ten paid helpers in 
office, 
Home and Mission, besides a large 
number of volunteers. 
“Miss Jorgensen deserves both re­ 
cognition and encouragement for the 
self-sacrificing 
and noble work 
she 
has done. 
I know she will be glad to 
meet our many friends and the many 
who have sent substantial checks and 
help 
for the work. 
The people 
of 
Gettysburg 
and vicinity 
know the 
children, and I ani sure they will 
be 
glad to renew acquaintancy with this 
“mother”

Reading, Pa., Aug. 7—The office 
of the A. B. Kirschbawm 
Company
